Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but are not deemed persuasive. Applicant first argues that "AGFA does not suggest at 
all that PEDOT is suitable for use in liquid crystal displays such as those of the present application." However, the examiner disagrees and 
notes that AGFA discloses a transparent conductive polymer (PEDOT) and suggests that PEDOT can be used as the material for 
transparent electrodes in thin film transistors . 
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
